Secret of Birth 


of the Kangaroo

at hirth weighs about eight or nine 
"grains,'is a trifle more than an inch 
long and not much thicker than an 
ordinary lead pencil." according

"Zoological Society. 


How the baby- kangaroo, was born 


was until ,t-ecently a mystery to zoo- 
logists. Mr."Mors«e said, because, be- 
ing a pouch animal, the actual birth 
was difficult to witncss.

got the head-keeper to put it in a 
separate/ room used for the observa- 
tion of animaJs."

OPINION DESIRABLE 


Threats to "kill" the 
amended 


charter in the halls of the General 
Assembly which have communicated 
to the city charter revision com- 
mission should play an important 
part in a decision on the referendum 
which question is still pending be- 
fore the nine men who have been 
giving time and study to amend- 
ments to the document. 
The ques- 


tion to be determined by the com- 
mission is whether the completed 
charter shall be submitted to the 
council for final adoption or rejec- 
tion or whether it shall be placed be- 
fore the people and their views ex- 
pressed through the channel of the 
ballot. 
The council, it is noted, in 


adopting the lesolution calling for 
the appointment of a charter revision 
commission did not provide that the 
amended charter should be referred 
to the electorate for a decision but 


- asked for its submission to the coun- 


cil body to be passed upon finally, in 
other words to say whether the new 
instrument should be placed in the 
hands of the district representative 
in the General Assembly for enact- 
ment as a lav.- or whether it should 
be refused. 
Some men and women 


of this community who have been 
giving the charter provisions care- 
ful thought while not in any way op- 
posed to the principle of the reieren- 
clum have expressed the view that it 
would be difficult to muster a major- 
ity for the amended charter at the 
polls because it is impossible to write 
a charter which will conform to all 
shades of political opinion or recon- 
ciled to diverging views on civic af- 
fairs, and a single objection to any 
one amendment of the score or more | 
acted upon would produce a negative ; 
•vote making its passage extremely 
doubtful. 


Other citizens equally perspicacious

URTICAJRIA 


Urticaria, or nettlerash, is a com- 


mon disturbance from normal body 
condition, which shows itself as a 
skin eruption in wheal formation. It 
is of rather wide range in cause, in- 
tensity and length of attack 
It oc- 


curs in youth and in middle life, rare- 
ly in old age. 
In an acute attack, the coming or 


outbreak of the wheals on the sur- 
face of the skin is sudden, producing 
rather intense itching. They may ap- 
pear on any part of the body. They 
come and go rapidly in acute at- 
tacks, sometimes with httle or no 
pairt 
Ofttimes these wheals are only 


the size of a mere inflammatory pa- 
pule. Sometimes they are large as a 
25-cent piece and in other cases even 
larger. They vary from intense red 
to waxy white. 
• \ 
Sometimes, owing to peculiarities 


of the patient's skin, the wheals will 
show a waxlike center «dth a nar-( 
row red' periphery. 
" 
*' 


These acute attacks ofttimes re- 


sult from some disturbances in the 
gastro-intestinal 
system 
and 
are 


somewhat transient in character. The 
symptoms are a slight rise in body 
temperature. pulse increase, accom- 
panied by nausea an vomiting. The 
tongue is furred, the breath foul and 
there is more or less prostration. 


This attack is sometimes the re- 


sult of a run-down condition and 
from 
worry or unfavorable living 


conditions 
In children, the cause is 


over-eating or taking the v>rong kind 
of food. 
In people who are nervous and 
sensitive, urticaria may be brought 
on by the most trivial causes- 
Treatment_ of acute forms may be 
the giving of a brisk cathartic, such 
as magnesium sulphate. Fast a day 
or two. 
Local treatment, to allay 


the itching may be a sponge bath of 
bicarbonate of 
soda. 
In 
chronic 
urtlcara. the cofferer must undergo 
careful treatment by a physician. 


Fruits are good food for such cases 
nad pure water is a good drink. 
Thorough elimination must be main- 
tained.

TARIFF IS ONLY 


RETALIATION BY 
. GREAT BRITAIN

WASHINGTON. D. O.. Nov. 16.— 


That the proposal of Great Britain to 
impose a tariff on apples and other 
products of the Unrtcd tSatcs, which 
has caused consternation among the 
applegrowers of Virginia, ts but the 
natural outcome of the policy which 
is killing the agriculturaJ interests of 
this country, expressed in its worst 
form in the Fordney-McCumber tar- 
iff act. is the opinion of Representa- 
tive Thomas W. Harrison of the Sev- 
enth Virginia district.

of natural gas and oil,, through Hood- 
ing, seepage, waste and negligence

States have been enormous, accord- 
ing to statements of the Interior De- 
partment based upon a recent survey 
by the bureau of mines.

practically revolutionized during the

run into untold millions of feet of 
gas and gallons of oil fuel. Flood-
